XII. EDUCATION

the Government and oiler the prescribed courses of study. They are open to 
inspection and general direction bv the Education Department of Government 
and their pupils are ordinarily eligible for admission to public examinations 
and tests held by the Department or the University. Un-recognised institutions 
are those which do not come under the definition of recognised institutions 
stated above.
